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Wet problem 


“In the case of a force majeure, the decision to stop an 
event may only be taken by the Sporting Stewards present 
at the meeting and by a majority.” That is part of an 
extract taken from the FIA’s International Champion 
regulations laid out within the FIA Annuaire du Sport 
Automobile section 21 

Such a force majeure may well have occurred during the 
Rouen-les-Essarts Formula Two race last Sunday when the 
prevailing weather conditions fluctuated between sun and 
rain. Consequently a problem arose as to which tyres to fit 
on to the cars prior to the race. International motor racing 
tyre development has progressed to a ridiculous stage where- 
by the only choice open to competitors is dry or wet tyres 
and no intermediates. 

To race on slick tyres in the wet is bordering upon the 
foolhardy. "To race with the soft and supple wets in the 
dry is equally so. It is this precise problem that causes 
wet weather racing to be banned in American USAC racing 
and it is this that has often had the GPDA members 
mumbling about bringing a similar system to Formula 1. 

The actions of James Hunt during the opening laps of the 
F2 race when, after starting on dry tyres on a drying track, 
a rainstorm ‘struck, drenching the track, was in itself 
irrational. Obviously acting in his position as a Formula 1 
driver and a GPDA member, Hunt stopped his car in the 
deceleration lane of the pits, leapt out of the car, grabbed 
a signalling board and tried to stop the race because he 
felt the conditions were too dangerous. He remarked before 
the race that if it rained while he was on slicks, he would 
stop there and then, hoping that the organisers would halt 
the race before anybody had a serious accident. 

One of the other F1 drivers who was competing stated 
that if he had seen Hunt, he too would have stopped, as 
probably would all the other F1 drivers. But this is where 
F2, although close to Fl, is so far apart in many cases. 

Surprisingly, every competitor dealt extremely well with 
the sudden change of conditions. Unfortunately, if one 
driver chooses to stop racing, whatever the conditions, he 
can’t take it upon himself to take charge of the proceed- 
ings. That is the job of the organisers. The point it does 
raise is the question of wet weather racing which, as some 
Fl drivers have already forecast, has a limited future. 

We believe it would be wrong to ban wet weather racing, 
or even to stop the race due to adverse conditions, unless 
there is a major accident (this also applies in the dry) or 
the track is impassable. If a driver does not like racing in 
the wet he doesn’t have to continue. A well marshalled 
circuit and a properly organised team can cope with pit 
stops of this nature and should expect to. If they consider 
racing in the wet with current tyres is dangerous then 
they should bring pressure upon the tyre companies to 
provide the right rubber.

Penske’s F1 


Roger Penske unveiled his Fi 
Penske PC-1 in Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania last Friday. This is the 
first racing car built and designed 
entirely by Penske Racing, It’s 
type number standing for Penske 
Cars 1, The car is a very con- 
Ventional design utilising the 
ubiquitous Cosworth DFV and a 
Hewland FGA 400 gearbox. Al- 
‘though the car was turned out in 
jet Black for its first public 
Appearance it will be repainted 
red, white and blue by the time 
race, The Penske will 
jonsored by the First 
National City Travellers Check 
division of New York's Citleorp 
Services. 
Designed by 37-year-old Geoff 


Ferris, who latterly. laid out 
Brabham's BT38, 40 and 41 
Formula 2 and 3 cars and the 


as yet recently debuted F5000 
8743, the PCI is a. straight- 
forward application of the 
Principles employed by most of 
today’s “Kit Car” — manu. 
facturers, As Penske says of the 
design, “Our car basically 
utilises the best components, in 
our opinion, of the Formula 1 
ears that are now running. It 
is. more of an evolutionary de- 
sign rather than a revolutionary 
one. 

Last December Penske ap- 
proached Ferris to produce three 
different design themes for a 
mew Formula One car which 
would then be discussed with 
Mark Donohue and Don Cox, 
Penske's Director of Engineering. 
The Ferris, Donohue, Cox trium: 
virate soon settled on the more 
conventional of the three designs 
and by February pieces were al- 
ready being produced. Most of 
‘the components have been pro- 
duced within the direct vicinity 
of the Penske Cars shop in Poole, 
Dorset. The shop has been 
‘managed since January by Heinz 
Hofer a Swiss who worked on 
the Penske CanAm and Indlana- 
polis programme during 1972 and 
73. Hofer. will be the Team 
Manager for the F1 effort, while 
Karl Kainhofer will work as chief 
mechanic. Kainhofer has held this 
‘same position with Penske Racing

Although the PCI's bodywork 
wasn't removed to allow closer 
scrutiny, it does appear that the 
chassis isa conventional alu- 
minium monocoque tub riveted to 
steel bulkheads. The engine is 
Used as a stressed member with 
rear suspension located to it by 
‘@ small subframe and a cross 
member.

Dijon historic parade 


It_ may be more interesting to 
stroll around outside the pits 
than in at Dijon this weekend, 
for as a supporting event to the 
GP a unique parade has been 
organised of past winners, both 
cars and drivers, of more than 
60 years of Grands Prix de ACF 

Most of the work of gathering 
together the stars of yesteryear 
has been carried out by Baron 
Toulo de Graffenried, himself a 
famous n pilote and now 
an” adviser to. Philip Morris 
Europe. Marlboro are in fact 
underwriting the obviously great 
cost of putting on a show that 
has never before been attempted. 

‘The value of the “entry list 
approaches €2m, and has been 
drawn from: museums all over 
Europe. The directors of Mercedes 
Benz, Alfa Romeo, Porsche and 
Fiat have co-operated generously. 
and machines are also being lent 
by Lord Montague, Tom Wheat 
croft, Antony Bamford, and Rob 
Walker. Former winning drivers 
of the French GP who will parti 
cipate include Jackie Stewart 
who happens to have been the 
youngest-ever such winner but 
who will be seen in the oldest 
car: the 16-litre Fiat of 1907. 


Another driver on hand will be 
Manfred von Brauchitsch, whose 
fortunate position as a member 
of the East German Olympic 
Committee enabled him to obtain 
the necessary visas to attend. 
Recently retired from Jaguars, 
Lofty, England. is. going but 
insists on playing the role not of 
2 team manager but of a 
mechanic—just as he did in 1933 
for Dick Seaman 


A lucky chance meeting brings 
along Prince Bira, who nowadays 
lives in Bangkok. He had not seen 
Baron de Graffenried for 15 years, 
but the two ran into each other 
at Geneva. airport recently and 
Toulo quickly signed him up to 
drive the same Gordini with 
Which the Prince gained fame two 
decades ago. 

If jaded anciens observers 
think there was more of technical 
Interest in the good old days 
before all the regulations arose 
which make the modern GP cars 
so much alike, they have only 
to wend thelr way to Dijon this 
weekend.

Silverstone’s F2 date 


Last Saturday at Rouen there was 
‘a meeting of the F2 race organ- 
isers to discuss the form of next 
year's championship. 

‘One fact that emerged was that 
Silverstone have applied for a 
date to run an F2 race at their 
Whit Monday meeting on May 25. 
This will be heartening news for 
British race-goers, who following 
the inability of the BARC to find 
sponsorship for their Thruxton 
‘meeting this year, have not seen 
these extremely rapid cars this 
season. The last F2 race at Silver- 
stone was in 1967, During testing 
at the circuit F2s lap around the 
1 m 20s mark so should be very 
spectacular. 
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‘The BARC have applied for a 
championship race again at 
‘Thruxton and are reportedly not 
too happy with the BRDC plans 

Discussed at Saturday's meet- 
ing were plans to increase prize 
money by a minimum of 20 per 
cent and also further moves to

‘Things rarely work out as planned, how- 
ever, and their bad luck started on Thurs- 
day ‘when they nearly lost their star driver 
Arturo Merzario before he even got to the 
track. He was rushing along the country 
roads of Austria in his Iso and aquap'sn:d 
Straight off a straight stretch of road during 

heavy downpour. His car went down a 
banking and rolled several times along a 
smail river bed, finally coming to rest upside 
down very badly bent and with all the 
luggage spread along the river. Fortunately 
eather Merzario nor his wife were seriously 
injured although when they finally got to 
the race they were both heavily bandaged 
‘and limping from the severe bashing they 
hhad both suffered. 

‘Merzario was convinced he would be fit 
to drive, but after a short test on Friday 
Vittorio Brambilla arrived on Saturday to 
relieve Merzario should he not be able to 
manage the race. 

During Thursday it was the Matra team 
which set the pace setting unofficial low 1 m 


36.0 s times while both Alfa and Gulf were 
Struggling to get within a couple of seconds 
of these times. 

Friday dawned wet and miserable, but 
by the time the cars were due to go out 
for the first timed practice it was warm, 
dry and sunny and knowing the unpredictable 
Osterreichring everybody was out as soon 
as possible for a quick time. Like the prev- 
ious day it was the Matra team that set 
the pace and by the end had broken the 
1 m 36.0 s barrier wich a splendid 1 m 35.7 
s from Larrousse, sharing as usual with 
Henri Pescarolo. 

Beltoise was doing most of the laps in 
the second Matra and set the next best 
time of 1 m 36.44 s and once again it looked 
like being a Matra benefit. Stommelen had 
‘other ideas with his Alfa and really got fired 
up in the opening stages 

‘One of the most exciting corners to watch 
the cars is the fifth gear long right hander 
over the top of the Mercedes hill past the 
pits. The quick drivers keep their right foot 
hard down as they crest the hill and immed- 
ately turn into the corner which sweeps 
fon long and very, very fast on to the fast 
downhill section before the twisty bits, 


cars brush the barrier, and although it hardly 
notices with the eye, at 160 mph the car 
gives several frightening looking twitches 

Here the Matras looked superb, the car 
crouching for the bumps and taking them 
as nimble as a hare, but for Stommelen it 
looked much harder’ work. ‘The whole car 
Seemed at the point of sliding off the road, 
and although, like the Matra men, Rolf was 
taking It flat out he looked much braver 
and the car much more nervous, doing 
By cleaning up all the complicated ducting 

round the bodywork two of the Alfas were 
around 30 Ibs lighter than the Inst race, 
Aifa's luck ¢'d not improve, howsver, fer 
after setting a best of 1m 36.66 s Stommel 
came to a dramatic stop when an oil line 
broke. Oil poured over the rear brakes and 
immediately caught fire, the car stopping in 
@ great cloud of smoke, but otherwise u 
damaged. That was the end of the day’ 
practice for the engine had to be changed, 
Tekx managed a best of 1m 37.49 8 in 
the second Alfa which he was to share with 
either Merzario or Brambilla 

Stommelen then did a few laps in the third 
car of Andrea de Adamich/Carlo Facetti just 
to see which way things went. This car was 
slightly heavier than the others, De Adamich 
Setting a best of 1m 38.84 5, 

Faces were looking long in the Gulf camp 
when neither Bell nor Hailwood could break 
1 m 380 5 during the first day. The team 
were trying an enormous new air box stuck 
high up above the driver's head while at the 
front an extension “bib” around the nose 
section was added to improve the front end 
performance. The air-box made the engine 
much more responsive out of the slow corn- 
ers and did not knock any revs off down 
the straight, yet both drivers found the 
handling not as good as they thought it 
should be. Their fast time was set with the 
little airbox with a best of 1m 3885 s and 
it was not until late in the day that it was 
discovered that the big box was spoiling 
the rear wing operation and when more rear 
wing was added things improved, but too late 
for a ime. 

Mueller/Van Lennep were next fastest with 
Koinigg and Schurti following up with the 
next best time, only one second slower than 
the best of 1 m 46.27 set by the number 

‘Mueller Persch! and his co-driver Eberhard 
Braun set a very creditable 1 m 47.98 s in 
the KMW, just a few tenths outside the 
Carrera time which makes one think what 
Porsche could really do if they built a 
“proper prototype” for their turbo engine. 

Next up was the first of the two Ligiers, 
Guy Chasseuil/Alain Serpaggi setting a/1 m 
45.02 s while the Migault/Jaussaud car was 
several places farther back with a best of 
I'm 50.27 s worried about faulty oil pressure, 

Quickest of the two litre runners was the 
Heavens/Leguellec Lola-Smith FVC 7294 
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which, like several of the 2-litre cars, had 
come’ straight from Clermont Ferrand the 
weekend before. Their best of 1 m 48.69. s 
was just a fraction faster than the John 
Hine/Ian Grob Smith FVC powered Chevron 
1B23/6 which was also going well. 

‘After such a short race at Le Mans Michel 
Dupont had no problem to get his Chevron 
B26 prepared for this race, unlike Christine 
Beckers whose car needed a complete rebuild, 
80 she moved into Michel's car. They set 
best of I m 51.67 s, Christine finding this cir- 
cuit quite a difficult one to master. 

Both the Joest Porsche 908/3s did very 
ttle practice the first day because the gear 
ratios were completely wrong and to change 
them on a Porsche is a major job. Ferrier 
Laurent/Paul Blancpain were sharing the 
team's second car and recorded a best of 
1m 5231s while Joest and Willi Kauhsen 
did even fewer laps and only managed a 1 m 
35.568. 

Robin Smith/Richard Robarts were driving 
the former's Chevron-Smith B23 once again, 
‘Smith recording a best of | m 52.87 5 before 
breaking a clutch centre ha‘f-way through he 
first day. Tony Birchenough was sharing his 
Lola-FVC 1292 with a Mr Manric Zanuso, 
the two of them setting a best of 1 m 
53.96 s. Peter Long was sharing his Chev- 

3 with Gl man Richard Lloyd who 
was having his first ever attempt at open 
air motoring and loving every minute of it. 
‘They set a best of 1 m 54.09 s just a couple 
of tenths faster than the similar Ian Harrow- 
er/Richard Jones car. 

Doubtful quickest of the Porsche Carreras 
was Hartwig Bertrams/Bengt Ekberg with a 
best of 1 m 55.23 s, 0.6 s quicker than the 
best Kremer car which Hans Heyer/Paul 
Keller shared as usual, German Kurt Hild 
was running a similar KMW to his friend 
Muller Perschl, but unturbocharged and with 
‘@ normal Carrera engine and he came next 
with a best of 1 m 56.04 s. Both the two 
Paulenco Racing March-PCV 74s qualified 
with almost exactly the same times. Roy 
Jobnson/Alan Stubbs setting a best of Im 
156.07 § and John Sabourin/John Sheldon 1 m 
56.115. Behind the leading two Carreras the 
battle was well and truly on between the 
remainder, just under three seconds covering 
the next nine cars, all of them Carreras. 

‘The two Loos Racing team cars came 
next, Barth/Schickentanz/Pesch heading their 
"boss" Georg Loos, who for this race had 
hired Tim Schenken as his fast man. 
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drive. The three litre prototypes were the 
only cars to get under two minutes in the 
wet, Beltoise setting a fastest 1_m 52.87 = 


RACE 


Race day dawned cloudy and wet and it 
looked like being a miserable day, but then 
a couple of hours before the start, which 

4 been brought forward from 1” pm to 
noon im case it was caining during the race, 
the sky began to clear. 

‘The track was dry, although there were 
a few spots of rain failing, as the field lined 
up, but with blue sky in the distance every- 
body chose to start on slicks. 

‘As the flag dropped Jarier made one of his 
old F2 style stars and he put his Matra 
ahead of team-mete Pescarolo waits Icke 
also made a fabulous start and was right 
with Jarier and in second spot as the field 
rushed away up the hill. By the time the 
cars had got to the end of the straight and 
sorted themselves out for the twisty section 
that leads back down to the pits Jarier was 
still ahead, several lengths between him .and 
Ickx. Pescarolo was trailing in third ahead 
of Hailwood and the second two Alfas of 
‘Stommelen and Facetti, this group having 
already opened out a large air space between 
themselves and the “second race” 

It looked as though Jarier was all set to 
start putting his Matra well ahead in the 
‘opening laps, but then on the second lap 
Tckx closed the gap again. The third time 
around Jarier peeled off and came into the 
pits for what must have been one of the 
Strangest pit stops on record, told best by 
Jarier, "I made a really good start and was 
‘comfortably ahead, but then in the first 
corner suddenly my feet were on the road 
Decause the bottom of the car had come off 
I tried to drive for another couple of laps 
but it was impossible because with all the 
wind 1 could hardly keep my feet on the 
pedals.” ‘The car sat for three laps in the 
pits while Jarier had a floor put back beneath 
his feet and off he went again at the back 
fend of the field but still driving harder than 
ever. 

Ickx was ahead and try as he might 
Pescarolo could not find a way past, while 
after four laps the two leaders, ‘with Hail- 
wood only a few lengths behind, were already 
ploughing through the _ backmarkers, In- 
credible great droves of Porsches would 
suddenly appear at the end of the pit straight, 
‘and right in the middle of them were the two 
leading cars, headlights blazing and weaving 

‘an ambulance in London traffic, It might 
have been dangerous with the terrible flag 
marshalling and the drivers not watching 
their mirrors, but it did look exciting. 

Not responsible for any traffic violations 
were the two KMWs and the Migault Ligier 
‘which were all in trouble by the second lap, 
all of thelr problems terminal. Migault 
coasted to a stop with a holed piston while 
the KMW-turbo was involved in a start-line 
bumping session which caused the halfshaft 
to break after two laps. The other KMW of 


Kart Hild went into the pits to sort out a 
misfire thought to be caused by distributor 
problems, although the car also sounded as 
though it had a slipping clutch when it went 
out, but either way it was out of the race 
finally two laps after the start. Another car 
also out of the race within a few laps was 
the Scorpion which Martin Raymond. pitted 
with fuel pressure problems caused by a flat 
battery. 

For the first couple of laps the second 
Ligier of Serpaggi had made a better start 
than the two turbo Porsches and was leading 
race two with the turbos and Grob, Leguel- 
lee, Joest (who had quickly pulled back his 
low ‘grid position) and Dupont all close at 
hand. The Ligier only stayed ahead for a few 
laps before Koinigg and Van Lennep went out 
ahead with Joest slowly overhauling the 
following 2-litre cars and then th 
Porsches. 


Up front Ickx was trying hard to break 
Pescarcio’s tow, but the Frenchman was stuck 

ue behind, the two of them having 
lost. Hallwood by a few more yards in the 
traffic, which was sti!l very bed, Hailwood 
said later, “The marshalling was ‘really bad, 
even if you started flashing your lights at 
the other end of the straight there was no 
flag when you got to the corner and found 
slow ‘cars in the way." Whatever his prob- 
Tems Hailwood was really going well, leaving 
the Stommelen and Facetti Alfas farther and 
farther behind. 

Ickx’s efforts to keep the lead took its 
toll and after 26 laps, having succumbed to 
Pescarolo's pressure jhe came in with the 
front left tyre blistered and great chunks of 
rubber missing. W: fresh tyne ho was 
back in fifth spot almost a lap behind 
Pescarolo who now had to watch his si 
for Hallwood was resting around 20 s behind 
at this stage. 

Just after Ickx's stop, Hailwood's com- 
plaints about bad flagging were ably demon- 
Strated when Ballot Lena rolled into the pits 
with oll pouring from beneath his Porsche 
after the engine had blown. There was oll 
‘all around the inside of the fast Jochen 
Rindt Curve before the pits and when Paul 
Blancpain arrived with the 908/3 he saw no 
flags, hit the oll and slammed into the 
barrier. The whole right side was creased 
and the body battered, but after a several 
minute tape job the car was back in the 
Face, not steering quite straight, but drive- 
able: 

No sooner had Blancpain exited the scene, 
still without any flags, Roy Johnson came 
upon the oil in his Paulenco March and he 
spun, avoiding the rails but coming to ret 
in the middle of the road, But then the 
Cheneviere Porsche arrived and hit the 


A bent rear top link, 
‘car carried on undamaged. 

Joest came in carly to hand over to 
Kauhsen, losing sixth ‘place because of a 
punctured rear tyre. Kauhsen rushed out, 
but the tyre was so much over pressure that 
within a couple of laps he was back in the 


Larrousse on his way to his fifth victory in five weeks.

Jacky Ichx was very fast in the works Alfa Romeo and eventually took fastest lap while finishing fifth 


pits with just the centre two inches of the 
tyre worn, the rest not even touching the 
road. Another tyre change saw the car right 

in, but then not long. afterwards the car 

‘out of the race for good. He was 
minding his own business when  Facetti 
rushed up under braking, as he was being 
Pressured by Merzario, and Facettl knocked 
the Porsche off the road. The car was very 
badly damaged against the rail but Kauhsen 
escaped unhurt but justifiably angry with 
Facetti, whose mistake was verified by Mer- 
zario who was in the 10-bob seats. 

‘As the leading Matra came in to take 
more fuel and change drivers, Hailwood went 
ahead and led the race until he also stopped 

few laps later. After a good stop Bell was 
back in the hunt and when all the other cars 
had pitted and the order settled down again 
the Gulf was still very much in the running 
as Bell chased Larousse. The Matra needed 
to pull out a healthy lead over the Gulf to 

jake up for the extra pit stop it would need 
at its current rate of fuel consumption. 

Farther down the field trouble was hitting 
the British 2-litre runners in a big way. First 
Grob was out of the race when his engine 
blew leaving Leguellec the class lead; then, a 
few laps after the Belgian handed over to 
Heavens, the same fate befell the Tergal 
Lola. It was then the Smith/Robarts Chevron 
which took the class lead, having bern de'nw-d 
with starter problems earlier, Robarts holding 
the lead for a short time before he, too, was 
also out of the race, and no prizes for guessing 
why, The Long/Lioyd Chevron had also been 
going well in the early stages, Lloyd record: 
1 some respectable times before handing 
‘over to Long who stopped out on the circuit 
soon afterwards with failing fuel pressure 
when the alternator packed up, which was 
causing the battery to go flat. After several 
stops the car was pushed away. 

‘There was drama in the Martini pits when 
Koinigg pitted the second car 10 or so laps 
after he had suddenly blasted by Van Lennep 
after following him for the opening laps. He 
said that the gearbox was not working 
Properly, but when the mechanics checked it, 
all was okay and so he was sent out again. 
He could not even make it to the top of the 
hill before the car rolled to a stop without 
any power. The mechanics rushed up and 
helped him restart, the problem traced to a 
broken turbo which had to be changed. His 
sudden blast past Van Lernep end then lack 
of description as to just what was wrong 
with his car tends to suggest that Koinigg 
had got fed up following and tweaked the 
turbo booster for more power which after a 
few laps damaged the blower. Nobody would 

what, but after a few laps the car was 
Out of the race for good when the organisers 
disqualified it for a push start out on the 
circuit. 
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As well as all this action lower down the 
the lead battle was still just as excit 
Bell driving as hard as he could and 
slowly closing the gap to Larrousse after the 
Matra had made its second stop, Larrousse 
ving In the car. Derek got to within half 
@ second of the Matra on full tanks but 
before he could pass he was also due for a 
stop and so. Hailwood took over, still in a 
safe second spot, for the Alfas were now a 
Jap or more behind, Merzario having done 
fone stint before handing back to Ickx again. 
Ickx was trying so hard that within a few 
laps he was back in the pits for another 
front left tyre and at one stage for front 
brake pads which he wore right down to the 
metal backing plates. Facetti/De Adamich 
were holding @ slow fourth place which saw 
them two laps behind the leading car just 
after half distance while Stommelen had man- 
‘aged to keep his gap down to one lap, 
‘Suddenly horror came over the pits as a 
great cloud of black smoke rose from behind 
the pits ca the twisty section farther up the 
hill. Fortunately fears were soon put to rest 
when it was announced that driver Carlos 
Reutemann had got out of the car okay. His 
Alfa suddenly caught fire after 2 loud bang 
at the back, according to Reutemann who 
jumped out very quickly. At first a tyre was 
thought to have gone flat and broken the 
fuel line as it failed around, although by 
looking at the tyre itself both’ the Firestone 
and Alfa men thought it unlikely 
So just two were left fighting for the lead, 
Hailwood just 19 s behind the Matra as he 
pitted his Gulf for another routine stop. Bell 
jumped in, but when he tried to leave with 
2 new set of tyres the mechanics found there 
was nothing to locate the left rear wheel to. 
All the locating studs had sheared at the 
thread join, which must have happened just 
as Hailwood slowed, for, he said, he felt 
hothing wrong. Just under ten minutes later 
Bell was away again, the team having 
changed the studs very quickly and still in 
with a chance of saving something from the 
Face after such bad luck had ruined. their 
chances of a very real opportunity of the 
lead in the closing stages. it had all worked 
so well before this and had been one of the 
best efforts since they started racing their 
Larrousse/Pescarolo were safely ahead and 
could afford to ease off, taking nice leisurely 
pit stops before the end, enjoying their good 
fortune. Facetti/De Adamich were a distant 
second after Merzario/Ickx had had more 
problems, this time when Merzario pitted and 
handed over to Ickx, the whole rear tail sec- 
tion having to be changed as the rear wing 
was starting to bend in the middle. The car 
was also running rather rough which slowly 
got worse and eventually the car retired with 
2 suspected dropped valve after shooting all 


s water along the pit straight 18 laps 
before the end, 

‘The second Matra had been lapping con- 
sistently to take third place by this time, 
but the Gulf men, working hard to catch up 
in the closing laps. had luck swing their way 
when Jarier stopped again with the Inspec: 
tion cover falling out of the floor around the 
pedals, He finally got out just ahead of the 
Gull but ‘at the end of the race the Gulf 
was only 26 s away from third spot 

‘The Ickx/Merzario car was classified fifth 
despite its retirement, two laps too soon for 
the Martini Porsche turbo which finished in 
sixth spot just one more lap behind; a broken 
throttle linkage, which Muller had managed 
to get working out on the circuit, having 
delayed him. This lost them any chance of 
being ahead of the Ickx/Merzarlo car oF 
catching the third place battle. 

Seventh spot finally went to Scott and 
Barrios, who had gear selection problems 
early on and lost @ couple of laps which 
they slowly pulled back, to pinch seventh 
spot and the class lead from under 
Harrower's nose, his Chevron limping in to 
a brave finish despite many laps with a slip- 
ping clutch, Ninth was the Paul Keller/Hans 
Heyer Carrera to win the GT class after one 
of its closest races ever with the Gelo cars. 
First the Samson. tobacco car was slowly 
caught by Schenken who had no sooner 
moved into the lead when he ran out of fuel. 
He managed to get back to the pits and 
restart his chase when the tables turned and 
the same thing happened to the other car. 
With just one lap left Schenken rolled to a 
stop again with no more fuel, the pit having 
not filled it properly. So it was Keller/Heyer

Despite its tragic past, there is something 
about the Rouen les Essarts road clreult that 
makes it one of the most popular of the F2 
venues.

“It's happened before,” 
said Kennedy, “only to be told by March 
that they didn’t use that system! So we 
changed it to their's . . . and it broke!" But 
worse was to follow for as he went out on 
Friday, the clutch release bearing packed up, 
so that was that. Therefore Masami's quickest 
time was achieved in the wet when he 
chucked the March around in flamboyant 
style to initially be fourth quickest. 

‘As is expected nowadays, there was con. 
troversy within the Bang and Olufsen Surtees 
equipe when of the four cars brought over, for 
four drivers incidentally, only two were 
allowed to practice. John Watson had his 
usual BMW-powered TSI5 experimental car 
while Jose Dolham had his usual Ford. 
powered model. Then came two entries for 
the young Beigians Pierre Dieudonne and 
Bernard de Dryver, both supposedly in Brian 
Hart-propelled TS15s. 

However, a message was received on the 
‘Thursday from Edenbridge saying they weren't 
to drive. Although both are very inexperien: 
ced drivers, with short careers in saloons

S15, Although he did quite a few laps, John 
wasn't really happy with the BMW car and 
kept swopping with the Ford which he event- 
ually elected to race, although he did in fact 
set a 1 m 524 s with the BeeEm. Strangely, 
he seemed much quicker than his times 
Suggested, especially through the chicane, but 
John remarked that the rear weight bias of 
the newer car made it "too precise.” 
‘Thereby he started from the back of the grid 
In the Ford car, never able to get in a decent 
time with it because of an electrical failure 
out on the circuit while it was dry 

Dolhem's first session was plagued with a 
fuel pressure problem and consequently, he

never really got in a worthwhile chance of 
producing a respectable time. 

Following Jean-Pierre Paoli’s contretemps 
at Hockenheim, the BP Racing Team only 
brought along ‘Jacques Laffite’s March 742 
BMW but Jacques found his works maintained 
engine maligned with an annoying flat spot 
just when he floored the throttle. It wasn't 
until after practice that BMW's Paul Roche 
‘advised a readjustment in the engine timing. 
Et voila! 

Completing the entry was the amicable 
Bill Gubelmann in his Brian Lewis prepared 
March BMW, now virtually a 74 spec car, 
save the addition of the “go faster” side 
pods. Bill ended up on 1 m 55.0 s while 
Dave Walker was having another outing in 
Jorg Obermoser’s March 742, the car looking 
rather strange with the earlier Jarier-spec 
bodywork. However, Dave wasn't too happy 
about the rather tired Schnitzer engine, and 
added to the fact that Dave admits he's so 
Out of practice, he was happy just to stick 
race miles under his belt. Finally came 
Georges ‘Schatfer’s Ford BDA powered 
Pygmee MDBI7 which, with only 19 cars 
practising. meant a race at last!

RACE 


As has become customary at Rouen, Saturday 
was a rest day which was spent by. the 
entire English contingent at the Rouen golf 
course. Suffice to say that various matches 
took place between the teams with notable 
appearances from James Hunt, John Watson 
‘and an attempt by David Purley no less. The

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sight of the entire Team Harper entourage 
in full cry on the tees didn’t exactly please 
the irate regulars while some people's slices 
looked more reminiscent of a bad cricket 
matet 

Race day dawned with the rain falling 
‘and that meant that the early morning warm- 
up session had everyone rushing back to wet 
settings. Stuck had a mother and father of 
spins going down the hill before kissing the 
‘armco'with the front right corner and con- 
tinuing! He pitted and it was found that the 
front right tyre had thrown a tread! Dolhem 
performed a similar feat “which isn’t very 
good, especially so soon after breakfast !” 
but graciously everyone kept it sur la plate. 

‘As had been expected throughout the week- 
fend, the Weather conditions were going to 
affect the result of this particular race (which 
had been shortened by three laps because the 
Elfs only carry 90 litres of fuel!) in no 
uncertain terms, One minute the sun shone 
and the next it turned into a heavy shower. 
Consequently the start was delayed for half 
n hour while the track dried following just 
such a sprinkling and everyone started th 
three warm up laps on slicks, save for Tam- 
bay. However, he changed t0 slicks on the 
grid, Unfortunately, those laps claimed 
Cudini's EI when the Frenchman crashed, 
without personal injury, save for his ego. 

‘Whether Stuck was still chuckling about 
his pre-race clowning with Quester when the 
lanky German gave the unsuspecting Austrian 

‘can of black aeroscl paint t0 spray ca to his 
Visor to stop it misting up who knows, but 
Leclere certainly knew what be had to do 
when the flag fell and the Elf catapulted down 
the hill and through the chicane in the lead. 
Up around the back, the Frenchman led the 
hard charging German, the protruding nose of 
the orange March disappearing under Leclere's 
gearbox as they braked for the final corer 
before the pits. 

in a flash, “Hanschen” whipped out and 
dived down’ the hill to take the lead with 
Jadouille, Coulcn, Purley, 
‘and Dothem in pursult 
Kuwashima, Tambay, Qi 
Gubelmann’ and the res 

rn, 
But the storm clouds had gathered meni 
ingly and started to drop their evil loa 
the leaders completed less than two 
Within minutes, the track wi 
water and everyone had been reduced to 
walking pace on their slick tyres. Surely the 
race would be stopped? But no, Team Har- 
ym manager Mike Earte acted swifter 
jone and called Purley in after a mere 
‘Thereby the Chevron rejoined i 
last place but had at least been fitted with 
was quick thinking indeed be- 
int that the others would have 
to complete another lap in worsening con- 
ditions. ‘The rain claimed Dolhem who never 
made the pits, now the focal point of the 
race. One by’ one they came in, Stuck’ 
March sawing alarmingly from lock to lock 
with Leclere and the rest slipping and sliding 
at frightening angle: 

Hunt had one helluva twitch on and po 
sibly this sparked off an action by James 
that could get him into trouble. He stopped 
his Chevron in the deceleration lane, leapt 
out, grabbed the 20 sec board and tried to 
stop the race. An unfortunate official tried 
to stop him but our James is rather large. 
Apparently, the FI boys were really expecting 
the officials to stop it and James, one can 
‘only assume, was trying to tell them to do 
something. The whole affair didn’t affect the’ 
race but Hunt's actions are to be reported. 
He reluctantly completed another lap before 
being black-flagged and disqualified. 

‘Meanwhile, Stuck still led despite his stop, 
the March mechanics working particularly 
swiftly but Jabouille was soldiering on very 
very bravely on slicks, hoping that the track 
would dry out again. ‘It tuned out to be a 
gamble that failed. So with half a dozen laps 
completed, the order had become Stuck, 
Jabouille, Purley (absolutely charging through), 
‘Watson (a la Purley), Coulon, Tambay, Leclere, 
Laffite, Depailler, Quester, et al. 

‘The three leaders were terrific in the wet, 
stabbing at the power in short bursts, the 


ina howling mass 
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tail-end flicking out as the power came on 

ay away again in 
cloud of spray. Stuck just went like a rocket 
his wet Goodyears superior to the Firestones 
of his two British pursuers who were equally 
well clear of the rest. Coulon was one of 
several to revolve and lose places to Tambay 
and Leclere white Laffite was just behind. Here 
it least we had a super dice between this 
quartet of tigering Frenchmen. 

Depailler was well down, having had an 
injector pipe break after a couple of laps 
but this was fixed while the March boys 
changed his tyres. It was to cost him a place 
In the first six certainly. 

Onward in unbelievable style went that 
orange March, pulling away remorsely from 
the pursuing Chevron and Surtees. Then as 
he came up to lap the four squabbling 
Frenchmen after 12 laps, he dived once again 
Into the pits. A front lefthand wet tyre had 
started to blister because the track was dry- 
ing again by now. In just over half a minute, 
the March crew got him away again and he 
still had 25 s on Purley by the next lap. 
He then continued to pull away at 2 s per 
lap from the then onward, being the only 
fone to take the fast left hander down the 

without backing off the throttle 
Farther back, startling progress was being 
‘by Laffite, the BP March with its Good- 
wets, pulling in the Firestone runners 
and ‘over fst. He dealt with Tambay and 
Coulon very swiftly and rushed off after his 

th rival Leclere. He took the Elf on lap 1 
and then went after Watson. It took him jus 
just over two laps to catch and pass the 
Surtees. Would he catch Purley ? 

By now the track was dry on the racing 
line and the leading question was was it 
‘worth going back on to slicks. Depailler down 
in eighth place was one of the first to do s0 
and this consequently started a rush, led 
initially by the Goodyear runners. It' ws 
‘significant that although their wet tyres were 
superior in the wet, the Firestone wet lasted 
longer in the dry. it was a very interesting, 
situation Indeed, 

Drama occurred at the end of lap 18 when 
Stuck rushed into the pits for the third time. 
Instantly the March mechs rushed into action 
with their air guns. Four slicks were refitted 
and Stuck rejoined in fifth place behind the 
new leader Purley. This put Laffite momen- 
tarily into second spot before he too rushed 
in for slicks on lap 20. So then the order 
became Purley, Watson, Stuck, having simply 
flown past Leclere and Coulon, Tambay, 
Kuwashima, Quester, Laffite (having stopped), 
Jabouille (now beginning to move again) and 


Patrick Depailler was never really in the hunt in 


Depailler. 
By lap 22, Stuck was second and starting 
to close very swiftly on Purley who by now 
was threequarters of a lap ahead and still 
on wets. Further time was lost when David 
spun at the corner before the pits but it 
wasn't until lap 27 that Stuck roared back 
into the lead, unbeknown to Purley who was 
still getting plus. signs from his 
son lost time on lap 24 
bck to sinth. sod although th 
would have finished, constant grounding of 
the nose wore it away and it eventually col 
lapsed on one corner a couple of laps from 
the end. When told that he'd been as high 
as second. Watson commented humorously 
that “it certainly wasn't anything to do with 
me!" 

If Stuck was moving swiftly, then Laffite 
was even quicker for the Frenchman was 
carving back the time lost after his second 
pit stop. With about eight laps to go, it was 
Interesting to look at the order and see that 
between Stuck and Laffite, in eighth place, 
Messrs Purley, Leclere, Coulon, Tambay, Ws 
son and Kuwashima were all persevering on 
their wet Firestones. 

This number was reduced by one a 
later when the unfortunate Kuwashima move 
over to let Stuck through and skidded off 
into the barrier knocking off a corer but 
that, as far as the final order was concerned, 
was’ that 

‘Stuck took the flag almost 50s clear 
of the dogged Purley, although in the earlier 
confusion, the team had thought they had 
‘won. Alpine thought that Purley had won also 
and that Leclere was second, no one believing, 
that Stuck could have made three pit stops 
and still won by half a lap! Anyway, afte 
consulting with the organisers, —everyor 
seemed happy and contented. This was a 
single seater race that was won with sports 
car organisation, and a brilliant piece of 
team work overseen by the team's chief 
mechanic Wayne Eckersley. Good stuff!

ENTRY & PRACTICE 


From the rains of Mugello to the rains of 
Monza! It was really a bad week in Italy tor 
those who might have figured on a couple 
of days on the beach. The AC Milano allowed 
‘an unofficial practice session on Friday before 
teams got down to the nitty gritty in two 
‘one hour sessions split by a half hour on 
Saturday afternoon. But the thundery clouds 
Jet go after a half hour which more or less 
put paid to the session, and left the grid 
looking pretty cockeyed. 

Six more cars arrived to add to the thirteen 
who had been at Mugello so the field was 
quite representative, only Dean, Belso and 
Magee not showing of the regulars. The 
removable chicane had been erected just after 
the pits to add to the permanent one in the 
Curva Vialone so Stewart's record from last 
year's Grand Prix seemed to be the time— 
1m 35.3 5 — to gauge things by. In the 
unofficial practice on Friday Gethin was down 
to 1 m 37.8 s with Hobbs a half second 
slower and reckoning that low 36s were on 
with the right set up. The rain on Saturday 
morning eased off after lunch so that when the 
teams set out, the track was dry, until chose 
hundery clouds drifted back dropping their 
Toa 

Gethin had been testing at Oulton prior to 
going down to Mugello where his VDS works 
Chevron B28 was fitted with a pair of small 
air boxes, one for each bank of cylinders on 
his Morand cross over Chevvie. They were 
reckoned to give a small improvement, but 
hhad not really been tested conclusively in the 
farcical Mugello race. His B28 was also tryin 
Hardy Spicer drive shafts and in three di 
laps he was down to 1 m 39.43 s, which 
was good enough for pole, before the rains 
came. It was a fillip for Firestone too; Peter's 
Goodyears had blistered in the unofficial

session and as Goodyear had no service on 
hand, he followed the swing over to Firestone, 
whose tyres were generally reckoned to have 
a slight advantage. Teddy Pilette was not #0 
lucky in his red mount for he'd gone out to 
bed in pads, tyres, etc, and managed but one 
lap before ‘the rain intervened so. that hi 

I'm 51.34 s was only fourteenth fastest out 
of the nineteen runners. No one at all went 
‘out while the rain lasted, and even when the 
sun reappeared after the second session was 
under way, no one went out until there ‘was 
just half an hour left. But by then, with the 
sinking sun dropping down behind the trees, 
the section from Curva Grande round to the 
second chicane was still too wet to attempt 
any fast times. 

Roelof Wunderink’s HB Bewaking B24, with 
a straight injected Morand mill was within half 
‘a second of Gethin on 1m 39.93 s. The 
Dutchman has improved tremendously of late 
ut looked mighty hairy with a lot of sideways 
metoring, even managing to cock an inside 
front wheel at the Parabolica. The whole 
underside of the car was bottoming on Friday 
after the team had fitted new discs, specially 
flown out by Chevron after the Mugello event 
where they had been found to be very badly 
cracked. Completing 2 trio of Chevrons at the 
head of the field was Chris Craft in his 
‘Crowne Racing B28 with a normal Morand 
mill changed after the unofficial practice. His 
1 m 42.19 came before he had to pit with 
overheating and an air lock in the water 
system. Also running under the Crowne banner 
‘was the first appearance of the unraced Brab- 
ham BT43 for patron Martin Birrane. The 
neat, compact Geoff Ferris designed car, fitted 
with’ a Smith carb motor, was only picked 
up on Monday night and had not run since 
John Watson put in a hundred damp miles 
testing before Christmas. Martin reported the 
front end to be lifting a¢ speed and he had 


only got in seven laps before the brakes 
seized solid—a small nut had lodged behind 
the brake pedal allowing pressure to be applied, 
but the master cylinder piston would. not 
return. He managed 1 m 53.82 s for the eighth 
row in his first ever single seater ride 

First Lola up, next to Craft, was Bob Evans’ 
McKechnie/Henley/STP example on 1m 
42.21 5 with its regular injected Smith motor. 
Things however were not going well. A rocker 
had fallen apart on the new motor used at 
Mugello. ‘This was fixed for the unofficial 
session, but then the head gasket blew, so it 
was back to the tired motor for official prac- 
tice. Having just got into the groove, Bob 
was hamfnering up to Lesmo, where the rain 
shower had decided to start first. Through 
the first bend, there were no signs that the 
track was wet and he skated off into the 
armco trying to scrabble round the second 
part. The nose was shattered, but his 
mechanics found no further damage other than 
‘a seized steering rack. Trevor Twaites kindly 
lent his rack after a heap of problems, only 
to find that he was going to start the race 
after all, but managed to do something with 
Bob's seized rack. His Bolthoff engined MIA 
Lola blew a rad cap early on after getting 
down ¢o 1 m 54.87 s, but a bearing had gone 
making a mess of the crank, 

David Hobbs was bothered by a myriad 

iggling problems on his Sterling Securities/ 

T330. A mysterious vibration developed 
which turned out to be his tyres going oUt 
of balance, but then a misfire on his Falconer 
‘engine got progressively worse so that he 
could only do a couple of laps at a time. He 
still managed #1 m 42.61 » before his lads 
checked all the electrics, magneto, plugs, etc. 
It eventually turned our that the points were 
not opening properly, but with no warm up 
Session on Sunday morning it was difficult to 
know if that was the answer, 

Next to him on the third row on 1 m 
+2.69 § Lela Lombardi was showing well on 
home ground in her ShellSport Lola, still with 
its carburated Oates mill—a fresh one after 
the crank had broken the previous week. Both 
Lella and lan Ashley's wheels were found to 
have fractures across the centres so all. the 
rims were being continually crack tested to 
avoid any other cases of the centres breaking, 
up. A fresh injected RES mill had been fitted 
for Mugello where Ian was in with a good 
chance of a win and this was retained for 
Monza. He only got in one flying lap however, 
in | m 49.54 s for stupid officialdom reared 
ts head, and he was held up at the gate to 
the pits after changing from slicks to inter 


Brian McGuire finally had luck on his side 
with his home built Smith carburated mill in 
his immaculate Lola T332, His 1m 43.10 5 
was good enough for seventh fastest despite 
a notchy gearbox and the wrong size jets in 
the carbs which were changed between heats, 
Next to him on 1 m 46.34 s, Mike Wilds was 
having his first outing since Thruxton, finding 
his broken wrist a little weak, but coping 
with the pain afterwards, His Mach still looks 
a little twitchy through the corners, possibly 
helped by his press on style, but overheating, 
and a binding clutch intervened and his cross 
over Smith was reluctant to pull over 7,800. 

‘On 1 m 47.74 s, Guy Edwards was trying 
equal length injection stacks on fis Smith 
engined Embassy/Butterworth Lola. He was 
just warming up to a quickie before the rain 
came when he went in too deep at the chicane 
and bounced over a deep kerb knocking the 
nose upright, so that he could not improve, 
though he felt his engine was painfully down 
on power. Brian Robinson was having a trouble 
free practice in his McLaren M19A which had 
taken fourth at Mugello the previous week. 
His Morand motor was leaking some oll but, 
after getting down to 1 m 48.83 5 in three 
dry laps, he saw no point in caning it in the 
wet. 

Out_in the Theodore/Taylor 7332 again, 
Vern Schuppan was down to 1 m 49.73 s 
before a hairy moment at Lesmo just before 
Evans had his. He too slid on, hitting the 
Armco broadside, bending a couple of wheels 
and the nose. He had only just moved when 
he saw Bob doing his bit in his mirrors. There 
was some bad marshalling here and on other 
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occasions when cars were closely bunched. 
Patrick Sumner, had his Trojan T101 down to 
1m 5041 s with his old hack engine after 
the crank broke on his better one at Mugello. 
He had fitted a neat side rad to supplement 
the ‘nose in the hot climate which worked 
well but he was hampered with porous rims 
and a split tyre. As Goodyear were not around 
he had to change these himself for Firestone 
could not take on any more work. 

Clive Santo was out of luck with his 
Watson's Garage T330 for he swopped a 
rear tyre just after the start of the first 
Session thus only getting down to 1m 586 5 
before the rain. In the wet second session, 
he nerfed a kerb, which bent the top pick 
Up plate, necessitating a strengthening job by 
his “mechanic.

Driving four remarkably consistent laps with 
the Works McLaren was Johnny Rutherford 
who has really found his form after his 
brilliant Indy victory. Rutherford’s four laps 
varied by only three-hundredths of a second 
‘as he put himself into the middle of the 
second row and an almost ideal striking 
position. The second row was completed by 
AL Unser going very well with a brand new 
Eagle which replaces the car with which he 
had such an unhappy time at Indianapolis. 
Unser's Viceroy team-mate Mario Andretti 
was showing his best USAC form of the year 
and bis first three qualifying laps were faster 
‘even than Bobby U, but the injectors started 
to play up as Mario screamed into his final 
lap and the red and white Eagle cruised into 
the pits without finishing its qualifying effort. 
Mario got out late in the day, but the Offy 
was still being inconsistent and his four- 
time was just above 3m 20s which is the 
180 mph mark. This time put Andretti in 
the middle of row three 

Just ahead of Andretti was Tom Sneva, 
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‘once again easily outpacing all the other 
Rookies and putting his Kingfish-Offy well 
into the hunt with an average of over 180 
mph. Mike Moseley put his Lodestar Eagle

well after some engine troubles ‘in practice. 
The fourth row was made up of Jimmy 
Caruthers who had managed some 180 mph 
practice laps with his Cobre Firestone Eagle, 
Gary Bettenhausen putting in his usual smooth 
run with Roger Penske's Sunoco McLaren 
(the oil company unfurling their colours again 
after the success of Indianapolis) and. 45 
year old veteran Lloyd Ruby with his un- 
Sponsored Eagle.

His  Offenhauser would 
backfire under load and he was having large 
problems in getting out of the pits quickly. 

With each fuel stop Andretti's problem 
grew worse and he soon began to slip away 
from the battle for the lead.

“It was just like 
putting the clutch in,” Mario said later, and 
sure enough the car slashed out of the groove 
and spun backwards into the wall. Another 
good Andretti performance was finished. 

So the chase for the lead was now thin- 
ning. It was now down to Bobby Unser 
and Dallenbach with Rutherford closing 
slowly on them and Jimmy Caruthers put- 
ting in one of his best drives and keeping 
within range of the two leaders, Krisiloff 
had los: a lap on an extra ¢yre stop and 
Mosley had pulled his Eagle of with m 
broken turbocharger. 

With 50 laps to go Rutherford had caught 
the two Eagles and began to pressure them 
as had been Tyler Alexander's plan, Then,

Jimmy Caruthers’ held on for a fine 
second place with his Cobre Firestone 
Eagle, while Gordon Johncock charged 
through the final laps, working his way 
past his STP teammate to finish an excel- 
lent third. Had it not been for his cunning 
out of fuel earlier, Johncock could well 
have scored a comfortable win.  Krisiloff 
finished two laps down in fourth place 
ahead of Bobby Unser, who at least sal- 
vaged some Championship points to main 
tain a small cushion to Rutherford's mid- 
season blossoming.

Thoughts on arrows 


The recent case concerning Ron and Liz 
Creitin has led to a lot of discussion in 
various quarters about the security of stages. 
At the weekend, I was seeded number one

we rushed down these closed public roads 
the thought kept coming to me about what 
would happen if we met someone. 1 well 
remember a near miss on a Manx Trophy 
going down Tholt-y-will when a. plenicker 
gathered up his sandwich papers and drove 
Off against the rally but fortunately the road 
was 50 wide that we all missed him, On the 
Texaco, there were police and rope barriers 
as well as marshal’s cars across the road to 
Prevent non-competitors straying on to the 


If this Alpine went the wrong way and met a forestry tractor around a blind bend , 


stage and it is indeed rare for these closed- 
Public-road events to have problems of this 
kind due to official co-operation and a good 
kenowledge of all the access roads. 


In the forests, the problem is much more 
complex; who knows all the roads in Dovey 
or Kielder? There seems now to be a very 
strong onus on the organisers to ensure the 
security of their stages even when they are 
on private tand, not only from the RAC 
regulations but ‘also from the law of the 
land. Most organisers are pretty careful and 
are fully aware of their responsibilities, as 
were the Dukeries Car Club, who are prob- 
ably one of the most experienced organisers 
Funning stage events at the moment. How- 
ever, even they left some stones unturned 
and roads unmarshalled so what may be 
happening on other events requires careful 
examination to try and prevent any similar 
incidents 


‘One thing which was very slow in filtering 
Uhrough to organisers was the change in 
emphasis between road and stage rallying in 
that the responsibility for finding the route 
on a special stage rests wholly on the 
organiser and not on the competitor. All 
possible wrong turnings should be blocked to 
prevent crews leaving the correct route and 
Biso to prevent other cars getting on to the 
stage by accident. There was a classic deci- 
sion by the Stewards of the RAC Rally under 
the late John Gott who after the rally. In 
1971 heard @ protest from Lancia and Saab 
concerning a stage where eight or so rally 
crews had taken the wrong route at a mis- 
leading arrow and had passed out of that 
stage and appeared in the middle of the next 
one. Fortunately there was no serious acl 
ent, but the stage was scrubbed from the 
resuits of the rally and the written decision 
of the Stewards spelt out in no. uncertain 
terms that it was the responsibility of the 
organisers of the stage to make sure that 
such things could not happen. Since then, 
there has’ been a distinct. improvement in 
the ordering of stages in Britain, but the 
Crellin decision underlines the fact that the 
Organising club must be able to ensure that 
the stage route 4s 20 defined and marshalled 
that not only will the competitors stay on It, 
but that no one else will stray on to it.

The original Formula Ford 
concept, as well as its much publicised role 
of being a springboard for the stars of 
tomorrow, provides an affordable form of 
competitive and well regulated racing for a 
far greater number of dri 
reason or another know ‘they will 
probably never race anything more powerful 
Indeed it is the presence of this large body 
of true enthusiasts that can make Formula 
Ford such as enjoyable formula, 

"To allow these drivers the chance to move 
to something more challenging without vast 
‘expense, when the necessary experience has 
been gained, is an excellent thing. 

However, further up the ladder there are 
several drivers past and present, in the tail 

nd of Formula 3 or Formula Atlantic, and 
even Formula 5000, who, perhaps having 
Fealised the limits of their talents, finances or 
perseverance, would gladly step down feom 
the pressures of their professional formulae 
If there was an alternative to the relatively 
low powered F. Ford. And surely anyone 
humble enough to admit that he had had 
enough and take a step down the ladder in 
order to enjoy racing more, isn't going to go 
out of his way to hinder a driver on his 
way up? More likely the contrary will apply 
the newcomers will have the benefit of the 
experience of their elders, with help more 
freely given than when everyone Is rushing 
for the top. 

Inevitably, no matter how the rules are 
worded the determined will find a way round 
them, and Iam certain that to exclude those 
who have had a go at higher things (perhaps 
because there wasn't a Formula Super-Ford 
In the past) would not prevent this, and would 
deprive the formula of a worthwhile asset 

One hesitates to suggest it, but could we 
risk another “within the ‘Spirit of the 
Regulations" rule?

Where he proposed that only Formula Ford 
drivers should be eligible for Formula Ford 
2000. 

Since first announcements of this new 
formula I for one have been making plans 
to prepare a suitable car and compete in this 
new formula. Since 1971 I have raced various 
Mbre single seaters all with 1600. twin/cam 
engines, but have missed all the benefits of 
competing in a national formul 

Now for the first time, F2000 promises 
to combine a relatively cheap car with a 
reasonable amount of power and regulations 
which will make it more like a real racing 
car than present Formula Ford. 

‘However after reading Peter Browning's 
proposals I am disappointed to learn that I 
Would ‘be ineligible on 3 out of 4 counts, 
namely : 

1. "To be eligible for Formula Ford 2000 
a river must have had Formula Ford 


experience. 

2 driver must have held an inter- 
national comp licence during 1973 and 1974. 
(Many drivers like myself hold national 
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licences and see no reason for forking out for 
an international one if we don't do inter- 
national events.) 

‘3. "Drivers who have competed in Formula 
Atlantic. would) be excluded" (1 have 
competed in one Atlantic race meeting, my 
car and myself both proving to be uncompeti 
tive, this nevertheless would in the context 
of Peter Browning's correspondence hardly 
makes me a potchunter but yet still 
ineligible for F2000.) 

Finally to add insult to injury the 
correspondert ends by inviting only Formula 
Ford drivers to write to him expressing their 
views.

‘of motor racing, the imaginative FI Construc- 
tors’ Association have come up with snother 
splendid idea. Worried, that with today's tax- 
ing problems their drivers would be at a loss 
what to do with thelr money, they have come 
up with a solution which neatly resolves the 
problem for them. The Fl “think tank” have 
Gecided that driver transfers should be 
hegotiated between the entrants themselves 
“*the unfortunate drivers then having to split 
their signing fee with thelr former team. Not 
surprisingly, the majority of the teams are 
rting this latest scheme, but, surprise, 
Surprise, not a single driver I have spoken 
to relishes the idea. Looks like Jackle Stewart 
got out just in time 

‘The arguments supporting the move, pre: 
sented by a silvery tongued entrant, look 
Quite plausible until some research is’ made. 
‘The FI constructors are maintaining that in 
many cases they have largely contributed to 
the success of thelr driver, and are therefore 
entitled to some sort of compensation if he 
decides to leave. This at least answers the 
riddle of how Max Mosley intends to keep 
Hans Stuck, Inthe “super-successful-chance- 
of-a-lifetime " March team.

The little 
Austrian found fame and fortune, not through 
any fault of BRM—rather in spite of them. 
If Ronnie Peterson decides to accept any one 
of the three tempting offers he has already 
received for next season why should Colin 
Chapman benefit ? John Player money bought 
Superswede into the team, should a replac 

‘ment be necessary for next season, no doubt 
it will be Geoffrey Kent who coughs up again. 
Another interesting example is Patrick 
Depailler, what if he opts to leave Tyrrell 
fat the end of next season ? Patrick was given 
a drive for several good reasons—the best 
one being he is as French as Tyrrell sponsors 
Elf. In this case surely the French petrol com- 
pany should be the ones to receive part of 
any transfer fee? There are numerous other 
Permutations: what happens if a team wants 
to transfer a driver against his wishes, or 
the fee is agreed by one party but not the 
‘other? Motor racing contracts are far t00 
diverse, and sponsorship deals with drivers 
too complex for such a system to work. I hope 
that this question is raised at the next GPDA 
mfting before the constructors have time to 
finalise an agreement between themselves. 
This can not be in the interests of motor 
racing, and is certainly not going to encourage 
sponsorship which is now the life blood of 
the sport. With the possibility of a world 
recession, becoming a reality, motor racing 
could well revert to its old ‘amateur status 
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for sponsors are now cutting back on all 
capital investment and are hardly likely in 
such circumstances to support motor racing. 


Constructors wrapped 


‘The last attempt by the Constructors Asso- 
ciation to dictate terms in Fl was not a great 
Success. The Wednesday before the Dutch 
Grand Prix, Bernie Ecclestone, as spokesman 
for the FICA, informed the organisers that 
reluctantly they would be unable to start, 
unless the onganisers would guarantee that 
the twenty-two cars entered by Association 
members were guaranteed a place on the grid. 
This threat had barely been uttered, when 
Bernie recieved a sharp short telephone call 
from Claude Le Guezec, secretary of the CSI. 
It seems that this august body had finally 
got fed up with the dictatorial attitude of 
the FICA. ‘Le Guezec didn't. mix words—it 
the constructors refused to start then the 
CSI would ‘withdraw their entrants’ licences. 
By the same token any organiser, weak-kneed 
enough to allow the constructors, or anybody 
else, to talk them out of allowing ail official 
entries to qualify on equal terms, would have 
thelr race removed from the championship 
calendar the following season. 

It would seem that the CSI acted in the 
nick of time. At Dijon this weekend there are 
only twenty-two places on the grid, and Fran- 
cols Chambelland has already received twenty: 
eight official entries. Apart from the obvious 
twenty-one cars representing the “exclusive 

nstructors club” (Surtees Is only running 
& single car in principal), entries have also 
been received from Hesketh for James Hunt, 
Embassy for Graham Hill and Guy Edward: 
Hexagon for Carlos Pace and John Watson, 
plus needless to say a couple of French drivers 
Larousse and Lafitte. Rather (too) con. 
veniently Chambelland tells me neither Chris 
Amon nor Howden Ganley have asked for 
‘entries, while the entries for Vern Schuppan 
and Leo Kinnunen weren't made on official 
forms! Six drivers, certainly some names 
amongst them, seem destined to spectate, long. 
faced from the pits. Perhaps if they are very 
lucky they may be allowed to participate in 
the parade of former Automobile Club. de 
France winners—if they are famous enough.

Motor Racing is a dangerous sport in which 
drivers, officials and even spectators may be 
injured or killed. 

‘Most sports have an element of danger and 
each year a number die in the pursuit of their 
sport. The mountaineer who is killed in « fall 
or dies from exposure or the boxer who dies 
from a brain haemorrhage warrants no more 
than a paragraph in the daily paper. On the 
race track however such events are watched 
by thousands of spectators and are not 
infrequently accompanied by the most fearful 
of all hazards, that of fire. It 4s not surprising 
therefore that motor racing accidents are 
widely publicised and invite considerable 
criticism. 

The public are easily blinded by clinical 
whiteness and sophisticated gadgetry as 
evidenced by the continual controversy which 
surrounds the GPDA — “mobile hospital.” 
Rumour has it that the Mark One version of 
Uhis unit is doing service on the Golan Heights 
but Iam told that the Mark Two version will 
make its debut at Brands Hatch in time for 
the Grand Prix, 

This fine piece of equipment is reputedly 
shunned by the Medical Profession, but 1 
Personally am only too pleased to make use 
Of its facilities; it is efficiently run and is 
well equipped. 

The problem arises when you have a number 
of casualties to treat at che same time, where 
do you put them? The only solution’ so far 
Is to use the circuit medical centre which you 
use for most of your casualties and indeed for 
most of the race meetings throughout the 

son. These centre: 
equipped to deal with 
must comply with a minimum standard I 
down by the RAC. It is not surprising there- 
fore that some doctors feel that they can 
best treat their patient in a unit in. which 
they are used to working, and with equipment 
with which they are familiar. 

On the subject of " Mobile Units,” the GPDA 
vehicte Is far from mobile and quite useless 
in the 3 minutes following an accident. 
This is the period in which many drivers may 
from injuries which are essentially non- 


I believe that the most efficient way of 
dealing with a race track accident in which 
the driver is trapped or badly injured is to 
use a mobile “ Rescue Unit" which can be at 
the scene of the accident not more than 2 
minutes after the incident. This will have « 
‘crew of six, comprising a driver /radio operator 
who is experienced in race track driving. and 
a doctor competent in emergency resuscitation 
‘and who carries a portable resuscitation kit. 
‘There are two marshals experienced in the use 
of cutting equipment and the remaining two 
provide back up fire protection. 

There are some who feel that it is better to 
have separate vehicles for each function but 
surely the more service vehicles you put on 
the track during racing the greater the hazard 
to the remaining competitors. There is often 
criticism of the time taken to free a trapped 
driver. What is not realised is that it is better 
to dismantle the wrecked car piece by piece 
in order to free the driver providing his 
Injuries are not serious. If his life is in danger 
then there are quicker methods of removal 
which can be used but which carry an 
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increased risk of further injury. This is the 
sort of decision which can only be made by 
the doctor at the time and one which requires 
the judgement of considerable experience in 
the field. 

The problem of race track rescue 4s basically 
simple. You have a circumscribed area in 
Waich you are expecting an accident to occur. 
The main causes of death following such 
acoldents are: 1, Severe brain 2, 


In high speed accidents such as are met with 
fon the race track here will always be some 
in which the deceleration is so great that 
severe internal injury occurs resulting in a 
fatal outcome within minutes no matter how 
efficient che medical team. Most of the deaths 
in the first two categories are of this nature. 

Asphyxia_ occurs when the windpipe is 
obstructed, cutting off the supply of air to the 
lungs. Ifthe obstruction Is not removed 
within three minutes death may ensue, hence 
the need to have expert assistance within this 
period. The commonest cause of asphyxia is 
to be knocked unconscious when the tongue 
falls to the back of the throat and the head 
drops forwards, effectively obstructing the 
windpipe. Chewing gum may also drop to the 
back of the throat in an accident and may be 
inhaled into the windpipe itself, again causing 
obstruction. 

Skilled medical attention within 2-3 minutes 
can prevent what is essentially a trivial injury 
from becoming a fatal one. In saloon cars the 
doctor frequently has to work upside down in 
the car and unless adequate access is rapidly 
provided he will have difficulty in maintaining 
the airway. In such situations there is no time 
to ask for cutting equipment to be sent out, 
Af le is not there with the doctor it could well 
be too late. 

The cost of a mobile rescue unit is around 
€3,000 and depending upon the length of 
circuit and the geography several may be 
required to adequately cover the area. When 
the cost of such units is compared with the 
high capital outlay and running costs of the 
GPDA "Mobile Hospital," one cannot but 
wonder whether such investment could not 
be more usefully employed in the provision of 
a number of really well equipped mobile rescue 
Units for the track. 

Fire is still the most fearful problem. The 
fire itself can be extinguished using two 
Monex dry powder extinguishers to knock it 
down (25 Ib) and two light water extinguishers 
@ gallons), one to prevent re-ignition and the 
other to be played on the driver. The four 
Sire marshals working as a team. Working 
individually there is no hope of success. 

‘The only protection required by a trained 
team ts to have che skin covered, preferably 
by an overall, with gloves and a helmet with 
visor to protect the face. Nylon clothing is of 
course dangerous as it would melt and adhere 
to the skin. Aluminumised suits (Asbestos 
suits) are of no value. Contrary to popu! 
opinion the marshal is not fireproof in such 
clothing. He can enter such a fire for only 
‘about 10-20 seconds before he begins to get 
burned. Why enter the fire anyway ? It. is 
Impossible for one man to bodily lift the 
weight of a man from the cockpit of a car 
‘even if there were no fire. The fire must be 
wuished first. Furthermore on several 
‘occasions I have had to rescue courageous fire 
marshals who have passed out from rebreath- 
Ing their own expired air within the confines 
of the enclosed helmet. 

The real problem és not the fire itself but 
that of money—money to train sufficient 
marshals to man a circuit. A driver with a 
three layer fire resistant overall system has 
bought himself approximately 20-30 seconds 
of life if he is in a racing car fire. If the fire 
‘can be put out within that time he will not be 
burnt. Allowing a maximum of 10 seconds 
for the team.to be operational they then have 
10 seconds in which to knock down the fire. 
It is clear therefore that each team must 
always be complete. They cannot run more 


than 50 yards and therefore teams of fo 
must be spaced around the circuit at interval 
not exceeding 100 yards. 

Each team must have a leader in whom the 
remaining members have complete confidence. 
The members of the team must be trained 
together. It takes considerable courage to 
enter a fire which will blister the skin at 30 
feet. It is always said that It is che man who 
extinguishes the fire—not the fire extinguisher. 
Unless the man has been properly trained he 
has little hope of success. 

To cover the average circuit of 2.5-3 miles 
approximately 200 trained marshals are 
required. Extinguishers cost €5 for each charge 
and petrol has to be bought at 53p per gallon. 
The ‘absolute minimum training should be a 
complete weekend at the beginning of each 
season. The only solution to this problem is 
to have a permanent fire training centre 
financed by the sport. Until such training is 

‘ded by the sport no one has the right to 
the ability or courage of any fire 


When one talks to doctors involved with 
various sports ic is clear that the standard 
of care and treatment offered at the upper 
level is extremely high and for initial car 

far surpasses anything which could practleably 
be provided by the health service. Unfortu:

nately such standards are not uniform and at 
the lower levels may be 


Sports 
rs have pioneered race 
id resuscitation and have alway 
maintained that the level of care offered to 
the Grand Prix driver should be no less for 
the club driver. This does not mean that the 
same facilities are required as the risks may 
be different. What we do not know however 
are the relative risks involved for there at 
‘no statistics available which deal with the 
different types and frequency of injury in 
relation to the type of car, circuit, type of 
safety fence, etc. It is no longer good enough 
rely on the whim of some official, improve- 
ments in safety must be based upon fact. 

The major race organising clubs are fortu- 
nate in having available a team of highly 
skilled race track doctors but many of the 
smaller clubs frequently have to call upon 
the services of a doctor who in some instances 
has never been to a race meeting in his life 
and who has had no training in the sort of 
problems which may face him in the event 
Of a severe accident. What may be simple to 
do in the hospital operating theatre may seem 
impossible in an inverted car. 

T was very pleased therefore when I was 
approached by the Institute of Sports Medicine 
to speak at a symposium on the Medical 
Aspects of Motor Racing at the Royal Society 
of Medicine on July 10 (see Pit and Paddock). 
The Institute is responsible for a programme 
of continuing education for doctors interested 
in all forms of sport and symposia such as 
this provide a valuable forum not only for 
teaching but for the establishment of a more 
uniform standard throughout the country.

‘This season, though, nobody has yet 
thrust his head above the shoulders of his 
rivals and not found himself vanquished a 
fortnight later. Certain men have asserted 
thelr claim to the crown, but no more than 
that At the United States GP one of them 
will have won it; however, it currently looks 
that should the series for some reason end 
after the 14th round in Canada someone 
quite different might win, and if there were 
to be added a 16th event yet another man 
could come up with most points! 

Because the retirement of a champion of 
the stature of a Jackie Stewart always leaves 
@ vacuum, it might be thought that this 
Unusual openness of the 1974 season was 
predictable. This time, however, most of us 
must have anticipated that the scramble 
among the pretenders would be dominated 
by Ronnie Peterson. Superswede did after 
all lead 11 of the GPs of last year, won four 
of them and started from pole eight times, 
But Peterson has so far this year taken only 
one pole, has led only three races, and bas 
had the luck to win only once. 

‘Similarly, nobody can claim to have really 
expected the renaissance of the Ferrari team. 
Tt was only the middle of last season that 
the Italians were staying home from races 
and having open disagreements with their 
star driver. They seemed to be working along 
the ‘wrong lines both mechanically and 
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managerially, 

Yet over the winter they put everything 
right, revised both machines and management, 
and were a threat right from the first race in 
January. So far they have earned four poles, 
ead five races, and won two, Last year they 
did not feel competitive enough to enter the

Team Lotus gave up, 
brought back the outmoded type 72 for 
Monaco, and won in such an outstanding 
manner that a new pattern seemed set, 
featuring Peterson after all. Then we went to 
Sweden. Old Reliable failed after eight laps, 
and the colour of the day was blue. Now 
things were settling into place, we thought, 
‘Tyrrells have come up through their appren- 
tice period and will reassert their old place 
‘on top. 

‘We thought that for only two weeks, until

The evidence seems to Indicate that we're

‘The first conclusion that everyone wants 
to draw is, “Well, maybe next race it'll be 
our turn.”

impossible to arrange a lever on the floor with 
the necessary direct connection to the selec- 
tors. "The driving position is excellent, the 
view all round most satisfactory, but the 
hand brake is much too far away for easy 
operation. 

The engine fires instantly from cold and 
will pull Immediately, the choke being pushed 
in almost at once. The car feels smalter than 
it ds, the width being easily judged over the 
drooping bonnet, while the narrow rear track 
‘should help the’ press-on driver through con- 
tracting gaps. Nevertheless, a little extra room 
must be allowed to avoid running a back tyre 
over the corner of the pavement or a police- 
man's toes—an expensive mistake this latter. 
The steering lock is astonishingly sharp for 
front-drive car, which makes the Safari easy 
(2 manoeuvre while the power steering gives 
effortiess parking. 

‘The acceleration figures are not dramatic 
but the gear ratios make the most of the 
engine's power and one usually seems to out- 
‘accelerate other cars. When taking the per- 
formance figures, I spun the wheels on a 
dry road, which’ caused considerable judder 
‘as the wheelspin died out, but such starts need 
never be made in normal driving, the getaway

Situated ahead of the engine, the transmis- 
sion cannot be heard, and though the engine 
fs never really noisy, the very high fifth 
gear gives a pleasant reduction in sound level 
There is, however, rather a lot of wind noise, 
which 4s'a pity, Presumably i comes from the 
root rack, so perhaps a cover could be made 
for this. The level of road noise is quite low, 
apart from some bump-thump over such things 
‘as cat's eyes. The hydraulic pump can occa: 
sionally be heard as it restores the pressure 
in the system, 

If it were not for speed limits, the Safari 
would cruise all day at 100 mph. ‘The combi- 
‘ation of front-wheel drive, a long wheelbase, 
and a sophisticated suspension system gives 
extraordinary stability on bad roads or in side 
winds. Though there has been a great advance 
in suspension technique throughout the indus. 
try, I don't think that any other car has yet 
‘equalled the big Citron for siding comfort on 
every sort of road. When leaving the beaten 
track, the driver merely moves a lever, which 
increases the ground clearance. The heating 
and ventilation are excellent, with separate 
blowers for hot and cold air. 

‘So many of the fast cars that I test are 
let down by their lights. On the Citron, the 
lights are inter-connected with the steering. #0

that they shine round corners, and they are 
also ‘controlled by the suspension, which 
keeps them at a constant height. All this 
makes the very best use of the light available 
and avoids unnecessary dazzle, In addition to 
the normal dipping, it is also possible to have 
a single pair of headlights on main beam 
While dispensing with the quartz-iodine pro- 
Jectors at the touch of a button. Thus, the 
intensity of the lighting is at the drivers 
‘choice and he can avoid the bad manners of 
‘excessive illumination, 

Most estate cars shine thelr lights in the air 
when heavily laden, to the fury of approach 
ing motorists. The self-levelling suspension of 
the Safari can deal with the largest loads and 
Tactually carried a really big 6-inch lathe, with 
its legs removed of course. Neither the ride 
nor the roadholding were affected by this 
burden and the car could still have been driven 
at over 100 mph, if It had been legal to do so. 

In spite of its size, the Safari is very nimble 
‘on corners, It does not have excessive under- 
Steer and gives the driver a wonderful sense 
of mastery, for there is never any drama. The 
brakes are extremely powerful but there is 
no tendency for the wheels to lock, though 
Some drivers find the button, which is the 
brake pedal, unusual and awkward. Personal: 
ly, [have grown accustomed to this typical 
Citron feature and rather like it, but I do 
not like the absence of self-cancelling on the 
direction Indicators, an omission which 
applies to all cars of this make.

older March and Alex Ribeiro who was lucky 
to be there at all after a bad shunt at Riches 
in private practice on the Thursday previous 
which had bent two comers of his Hollywood 
Racing March. The only one with real prob- 
Jems was Tony Rou! whose GRD only did a 
few laps with oil pressure maladies, giving 
him a spot at the rear of the grid. 

It was raining as the 12 cars emerged but 
virtually everyone did their two trial laps on. 
slicks before all except the front row 
for the pits to change to wets, one 
even spinning in the pit road! The rain stopped 
but still the tyre changing went on except 
for the front line and Julio Caio (March), 
finally the nerves began to crack and first 
Ribeiro and then von Preussen changed tyres 
on the grid. Henton set off for another 
exploratory lap, almost spun at Coram and 
decided at last to make the change. At last, 
some 20 minutes after the cars first came out, 
‘we were ready for the race with all bar Caio 
‘on wets, although even he had almost spun 
‘on another trial lap. Preussen made the better 
start but it was Ribeiro’s red and white March 
which twitched through Russell first chased by 
Henton, von Preussen and the rest in a 
snarling line. Only Rouff, who had made 
very late start, Moraes (March) who had ai 
early spinnage and Caio on his slicks were 
not up with the leaders. A couple of laps later 
Proussen and Henton dived past Ribeiro while 
Teleco came past minus the front end of his 
March and Dick Parsons headed for the 
paddock with a broken wheel rim after their 
coming together at Sear. We now had three 
distinct battles, Preussen and Henton at the 
front, Ribeiro versus Barrie Maskell (Dastle) 
for third and Messrs Lawrence (Erhlich), 
Chateaubriand and Rouff for the mid-feld 
places. Try as he might, Henton could not 
match Preussen’s speed along the long straight 
and his March’s handling was becoming worse 
and worse as the tyres wore down, he seemed 
content to hold second but began to press 
the black car after lap 12. Just how he didn’t 
spin is a tribute to his driving although to 
keep in touch he became wilder and wilder 
through Russell losing part of the front end 
during his autocrossing. Even Preussen had 
‘a real struggle to control his car on the final 
two laps and nearly lost it at the same 
‘corner but was still several lengths in front 
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of the blue March at the flag. A fine win for 
him and for Joe Simmons who now looks 
after his car and that of Teleco and also 
for Neil Brown, the engine tweaker whose 
product was causing some long looks by 
his rivals. Meanwhile back at the race 
Maskell used all his F3 experience 
to put the still 1.7-engined Dastle ahead of 
Ribeiro with six ‘laps to go; walt till the 
2elitre comes, he says. Lawrence, Chateau- 
briand and Rouff gradually spread their dice 
as their tyres became worse by the end of the 
20 laps. A fine race, particularly for Preussen 
and Maskell. Nearly everyone had bald or 
chunked ¢yres after what turned out to be a 
dry race! 

‘The first STP FF heat which opened the 
programme saw a lead battle between two 
drivers in new cars, Jeremy Rossiter in the 
prototype Reynard—a forerunner of a 
Promised revolutionary FF—and Matthew 
Argenti who has parted with bis Merlyn in 
favour of a Van Diemen along with some 
Macinnes Amcron sponsorship. Rossiter looked 
to have the race sewn up until cowards the 
end he felt the tail end (should it be the 
“brush ?") of the Reynard go sloppy and he 
pitted to find loose wheel nuts. This. left 
Argenti in no danger although the hard 
charging John Crowe (Merlyn) almost sneaked 
up on the Van Diemen on the last lap. Richard 
Eyre (Dulon) and Jim Walsh (Van Diemen) 
took the next places well ahead of the 
remainder. Geoff Lees romped away with heat 
two during which the first spots of rain made 
any hope of a challenge to his vast early lead 
impossible. So impressed were his rivals with

Patrick Neve in 
the distinetive ShellSport Lola made up for a

Sullivan put in a very good drive én his much- 
altered Lotus 61 to finish sixth. 

‘With varying conditions in the heats the 
fastest 13 from each made up the grid for 
the STP final. Lees again set off in the lead 
but John Crowe was hanging on to the Royale 
‘as hard as he could until the effort came to 
nought with a huge spin through Russell 
‘across the face of the other 24 cars culmin- 
lating with climbing the notorious bank on the 
‘exit. This delayed Eyre, Neve and the others 
‘and Lees simply cruised the remaining seven 
laps with some 5 s in hand. Eyre's Harlequin 
Wallpapers Dulon was soon passed and left 
by Neve whose second place leaves him well 
in the lead of the Cham; . The best 
dice was between Murphy, Walsh and Lawler 
vith Murphy putting in a really quick last 
lap to steal third from Eyre. First heat winner 
Argenti retired at mid-race with a down on 
power engine. 

Event two was a TEAC Mini7 Championship 
round and whilst at the front there was little 
close racing, the midfield lived up to the 


Formula's reputation. Geoff Gilkes in the 
Lawrence Mini ran away and hid from the rest 
with Alan Corbishley and Martin Blunt equally 
well separated for the next major placings. 
Carlow Engineering scored a 1-2 in the 1300-ce 
special saloon event. Essex driving instructor 
Tony Allies was chased hard by Gordan 
Dawkins in the early laps but Dawkins drop- 
ped back with an oily screen to be content 
‘with second. Tom Powell hit the Russell bank 
very hard with his Mini-Ford while holding 
third but apart from a bad shaking appeared 
unhurt, not so the car. Brendan Chaple (Mini) 
looked’ to be set for the 850 class win but 
overheating let through a delighted Bob 
‘Shepherd. In the other special saloon event 
John Homewood (Imp) and Peter Baldwin 
(Marshall's Mini) chased the 1.7 Escort-BDA 
of Fred Hall. Baldwin retired with gearbox 
failure while Homewood failed to outfumbl 
Hall on the corners but took a whole second 
off his lap record while shadowing the Escort. 
Martin Thomas gave his new Group 1 Camaro 
an outing prior to the Grand Prix Castrol 
round. 

‘The modsports race only had seven starters 
but a good scrap evolved between Dave 
‘Tomlinson’s Elva and Barry Wood's Ginetta 
until the latter trundled past the finish line 
waving the gear lever out of the window. The 
‘extra event, the ninth on a long day's pro- 
gramme, was the one for the FFs which were 
to have raced with the F3s plus any other 


Chris Fearon’s Titan won easily from 
Nell Beswick’s Hawke with Ken Silverstone 
(Hawke) swopping places with Bob Beard’s 
‘Merlyn on the last lap to just get third. Jobn 
Lipman crashed his Elden at Russell on the 
‘opening lap but the damage was less than at 
first thought.

Te must be simply a matter of horses for 
courses. In Sweden our McLarens and the 
Ferraris were nothing special while the Elf 
‘Tyrrells were absolutely brilliant but in the 
Dutch Grand Prix at Zandvoort the Ferraris 
came back super strong, our cars were good, 
but the Tyrrelis had lost that dominating edge. 
We really can't put our fingers on a reason 
why our McLarens should be up there again 
because we didn't do anything magic to them. 
Obviously Ferrari found some sort of demon 
tweak, and we know that Ken Tyrrell always 
trles hard wherever he goes, so I can only 
think that some courses suit some horses 
better than others. Bears too. 

There were quite a number of cars be: 
tween me and the starter at Zandvoort (eight, 
in fact) because I'd been doing some juggling 
with tyres In practice and elected to run on 
the final day with the car set up on race 
rubber rather than the _softer-compound 
Qualifying. tyres that Goodyear had. 1 was 
taking a bit of a gamble on the race set-up 
using a soft compound tyre on the left front 
Whereas all the other Goodyear runners bi 
one used harder compounds down the left 
side of the car, The reason I didn't fit harder 
rubber on the front was that I'd had a couple 
chunk during practice, and the softer com 
pound seemed OK when I persevered with it 
This probably helped me in the middie part 
of the race because I had no understeer prob- 
Jems at all and a lot of the others were 
complaining of understeer. If there had been 
‘a lot of oll dropped at that point in the race 
T might have been looking good. If. Appar- 
ently our Marlboro-Texaco sort of red doesn't 
Work as well as that Italian Ferrari sort of 
red. It must be something to do with the 
horse painted on the side and not a little to 
do with the horses inside as well 

‘When my car quit on the back of the cir 
cuit shortly before the finish, Lauda's Ferrari 
Was ‘the first car to come’ through and I 
feally thought he was in trouble because the 
engine wasn't working at all well. But when 
the Ford-engined cars came along every one 
of them lifted off on the hump before the 
back straight “and then got back into it 
fairly hard, Niki didn't get right off the 
throttle over the hump and didn't really get 
right back in it again after, so either Ferrari 
has some magic we don't know about or 
Lauda doesn't need to use all the power to 
win races. 

‘Emerson and Mike qualified third and fourth 
fastest behind the Ferraris with the Marlboro- 
Texaco Mac and the Yardley-Mac respectively 
and part of the reason may have been that 
they ‘removed the anti-squat from their cars 
after the first day of practice. I'd been run- 
ning my car without anti-squat since the 
Spanish Grand Prix and when my car was 
quick on the first day of practice at Zand- 
Voort the others decided to try the change as 
well 

T didn’t make the greatest start in the world 
and Carlos Reutemann slipped through in 
the Brabham. When the mélée of the first 
comer sorted itself out I was behind Ronnie 
Peterson who trying to get past Reutemann, 
‘and John Watson was behind me in his Brab- 
ham. Ronnie got by and set off after the 
group ahead. The Ferraris were already 
‘steaming out in front, 

‘Carlos and I had a great set-to in the race 
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by Denny 


Denny Hulme had a fair set-to with Carlos Reutemann during the Dutch GP. 


and if I was ever going to get past him it had 
fo be on the big looping Tarzan comer at 
the end of the pit straight but to do that I 
had to get everything just right on the pre 
vious half lap. He was a bit slower than I 
was going on to the straight and he was 
quite ‘slow braking for the new chicane on 
the back of the circuit. If I could close right 
up on him going into the chicane and get 
the ‘next two comers, the left-hander and 
the right-hander out on to the straight, just 
right I could suck up behind him and get 
tow down the straight because I needed 
the help I could get. The Brabham was faster 
than my McLaren down the straight $0 it 
was all going to happen under brakes. Every 
time down into Tarzan I came down the 
Inside line (different to nearly everyone else 
who went on the outside) so Carlos must have 
figured that whenever I made a move, for 
sure it was going to be on the inside. The 
fone time he double-guessed me and switched 
to the inside to block a move he thought 1 
was going to make, I drove right round the 
Outside of him and although we level-pegged 
Kt out of the loop I nailed him because I 
had the better, line for the next corer. 

I've always taken a line of my own down 
the ‘inside of the road into the braking area 
for the loop ever since I've been going to 
Zandvoort because I can brake later and if 
anything should go wrong I have the width 

the banked comer to try and get it sorted 
If something goes wrong when you're 
fon the outside line for the right-hander, 
you're straight into the weeds. Doing it my 
way you get an extra 10-15 yards to play 
with. I remember having a marathon dice in 
the Brabham just ahead of Chrissey Amon 
in the Ferrari and for lap after lap everyone

thought I was deliberately blocking him by 
coming down the inside but eventually he did 
‘0 me exactly what 1 did to Carlos and drove 
round the outside to get a better crack at 
the next corner, 

When I got by Carlos 1 started to pull 
away from Watson in the other Brabham but 
then Ronnie Peterson decided to slow down 
for some reason and got in the way on one 
comer which let John close right up. That 
Gidn't Bother me too much because I knew 
he couldn't get by if I had a clear 
road, and outbraking me at the end of the 
Straight was going to be « bit too desperate 
for John who I'd like to think is one of the 
Jess volatile Irishmen. 

Patrick Depailler was leading the group 
ahead in his Elf-Tyrrell but then there was 
a shuffle and he dropped to the back letting 
Emerson, Mike and Jody away. 1 was getting 
ready to move in on Patrick and give him 
the Reutemann treatment at the end of the 
Straight when the engine just quit stone 
dead and I coasted to a stop to watch the 
few laps remaining in the race. 

Next GP is the French at Dijon where the 
mustard comes from on July 7 (the mustard 
comes from there all year round—the race 
ison the 7th. . .) and I will actually be 
driving two Grand “Prix cars that weekend. 
Marlboro are backing a special display of 
cars and drivers who have won the French 

rand Prix and 1 get to drive a Brabham 
izain, not because T won but because 1 was 
second to Jack in 1967 and old JB doesn't 
fancy making the trip from Down Under just 
for the demo, Perhaps he thinks he might 
to Hike it all over again and stage a come- 
Back.

TEXACO RALLY 


Coleman gets a

O14 King Cole was a merry old soul, and 
Billy Coleman wasn't much less happy after 
winning the Larne Motor Club's Texaco Rally 
last weekend. This was the third round of 
the RAC Championship and the outright win 
for Billy, his Escort and Peter Scott, puts 
the young Irishman in an unchallenged lead 
in the RAC Rally Championship. So far he 
has a third place on the Circuit of Ireland, 
second on the We outright 
victory. No less happy was Russell Brookes 


they lead both the 
RAC “series and the Castrol/Avrosront In 
Group 1, 

Early "favourite and last year's winner, 
Adrian Boyd, for the second weekend running 
met his i retired on stage five 
of the rally leaving his brother Derek to g 
‘on and uphold the honour of the Lombard 
and Ulster team by finishing third. Second 
overall was the consistently fast Porsche 
Carrera of Dessie MeCartney/Drexel Gillespie 
while Maurice Forde/Paul Phelan brought a 
similar car home in fourth place, 

In order to help as much as possible those 
‘entrants coming up from the south, the start 
was in Kerrykeel some 40 miles to the 
south from Belfast and situated on the coast 
‘The Friday night start meant that a lot of 
people cut it fine leaving work to turn up for 
Scrutineering and half an hour before the 
event was due to start at 18.00 hours, only 
15 or 0 cars had signed in, which led to 
something of a queue. However, the organis: 
tion went smoothly and all were dealt with 
even if it did mean a bit of a rush, Adrian 
Boyd/John Davenport were late anyway with 
the ex-Ford France Escort which had just had 
@ differential changed with the work being 
completed not much more than an hour 
before the start. Lombard and Ulster had 
three cars in this event. with the second 
RS1600 being crewed by Derek Boyd/Frank 
Main and their racing Mexico, now with 
sump guard, for Jenny Birrell/Alexa Daven- 
port. A bent track control arm which had 
to be changed in Kerrykeel made them late 
starting and they had to be given a new 
start time. Cahal Curley did not start as was 
expected and there were rumours that he 
was negotiating to buy Jack Tordoff's 3.0 
Mitre Carrera and sell his own. In any case 
‘Tordoff is known to be building himself a 
forest. Carrera from a crashed 2.7. Billy 
Coleman was there looking for points in the 
RAC Championship with his ex-Mikkola, ex- 
Sclater Escort now fitted with the gearbox 
out of his new Escort. As predicted, Noel 
‘Smith turned up with his Porsche Carrera 
and Terry Harryman but it had already lost 
fifth gear on the way to the start and neither 
fof them looked optimistic 

DTV had made the journey with a Group 1 
Firenza for Will Sparrow/Rodney Spokes, the 
same one indeed that they had used on the 
Circuit of Ireland and the Welsh, and their 
main opponents in Group 1 were Russell 
Brookes/John Brown in the Andrews Heat 
Escort 2000 and Robin Eyre-Maunsell/Norman 
Henderson in the Chrysler Dealers Avenger. 
David Agnew/Robert. Harkness were out 
again in their immaculate Alpma BMW but 
Brian Nelson, hands still not recovered from 
Donegal, decided to give this one a miss. 
Lindsay ‘Cars had both their Escort RS 1600s 
‘out even so soon after Donegal with regular 
crews of David Lindsay/Dufly Cunningham 
and Sean Campbell/Brian McConville. 

‘The Texaco comprised mainly tarmac roads 
of the closed public variety on which mo 
practicing was allowed and several forests. 
‘To make the business of Tyre changing less 
difficult, the forests were arranged together 
and the rally started by visiting two of 
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first

them, Rostrevor and Tullymore. On Rostrevor, 
Coleman discovered to his horror that the 
limited slip differential was hardly gripping 
at all while Adrian Boyd had his spare 
fire extinguisher go off bebind the seats 
and spray the interior of the car with carbor 
tetrachloride until it was flung out through 
the door, David Agnew did fastest time her 

with 6 m O09 s but all cars after the first 
Seemed to get an extra minute which was 
later removed from thelr scores, In Tully- 
‘more, late arrival of the marshals from their 
jobs ‘in Belfast caused a slight delay while 
on the stage itself a “fast” arrow at a 
five-way junction masked a hairpin turn and 
many cars had to reverse out of it. Sean 
Campbell had the misfortune to run his besr- 
ings on this stage while Robin Eyre-Maunsel 
went off the road behind some logs on a 
deceptive downhill left-hand bend which 
looked as if it should go right and found 
a stone big enough to stop him. The damage 
‘was too much ¢o continue so he went home, 
glad of the chance to give his streaming 
Cold @ rest 

Poor Noel Smith was cursing German 
gearboxes through these first two stages and 
on the first of the tarmac stages it lost 
‘second and then selected two at once so he 
too called it a day. David Agnew, at thi 
moment in the lead, had a rotor arm shatter 
fon stage three and lost quite some time 
changing it, and in any case he only had 
the rev-limiter type which kept his speed down 
@ bit until he could find a proper one. Then 
two stages later, he was stopped again when 
@ piece of the original rotor got between the 
points and had to be removed, Final problem 
was that with all this panic he had not re- 
adjusted the brake balance since leaving the 
forests and was not able to do so until 
after stage four. 

In every rally, there is one stage which 
gives all the excitement and in this case it 
was a farmyard just before the end of stage 
five. First car was Adrian Boyd who shot 
into the farm, weighed up where the exit 
was and started to accelerate towards it 
before realising that he was wrong. The car 
hit the gate and bent the wing back behind 
the headlamp, fracturing an oil pipe and 
writing finis to his rally. David Lindsay also 
hit the wall and bent his wing but his cause 
for retirement was that as well as losing 
most of his lights on the wall, the differen- 
tial was emitting a banshee wail that coun- 
selled prudence before unnecessary expense. 
Derek Boyd who had just hit 2 bank on the 
Previous stage and was perhaps a little more 


a 
further 15 cars that hit the same place 
and several of them never moved beyond it. 
Coleman was one of the leaders that had no 
trouble there but his performance was spoilt 
by navigator Scott telling everyone that he 
knew the road well. 

By now it was getting dark as the cars 
went to the north round Belfast an their 
way to supper at Cushenden before the mid- 


the end of the stage. Generally Coleman was 
pulling away from him and once again, the 
nearest challenger to Boyd was the Porsche 
‘of McCartney. To start with the Escort kept 
the advantage since McCartney was in a bit 
of trouble with his brakes as they seemed 
to be getting quite hot and he was losing the 
pedal. “He put it down to the new Textar 
pads ‘that he was using and kept going by 
frequently. Then on the 


car finished the rally with head gasket gone. 
‘This did not help Boyd to do fast times and 
on the fast stage but one of the 
Slievenorra, he could hardly get over 
top of the ‘hill, and at the end he had to 
content with third place overall 

In the Group 1 dice, Brookes and Sparrow 
were just 35 5 apart after 17 stages despite 
the Escort driver having verged it on the first 
ascent of Orra Lodge and carried away his 
front half bumper on a tightening left-hand 
bend. Then gearbox trouble struck DTV and 
Sparrow had to miss a stage to have the gear- 
box changed which gave him a 10 m penalty 
plus the maximum time on the stage which 
Was another 18m. Thus the Group 1 
category was settled well in the favour of 
Brookes who once again finished well up 
amongst the more exotic machinery with a 
‘sixth place overall. The Ladies category still 
had all three runners though Sue Sinclair in 
her BMW 2002 was having brake trouble and 
decided to lose road ‘at 108 per 
minute in order to fix it as she was sure 
that Jenny Birrell was going to ‘have road 
penalty for her late start. The Mexico too 
was in trouble as it broke a halfshaft on 
the last test and was extremely lucky to be 
able to drive to the finish with the limited 
stip differential locking enough to get them 
there just over a minute ahead of the BMW. 

‘Considering the agitated times in which 
the people of Northern Ireland are living, the 
Texaco Rally was an excellent event with 
no problems over road closures and few with 
the timing.
